'F I could have ſufpeRed your affe&ions , or have 

cenſured the duty of this County , by ſome late 
actions 11 it, I ſhould nor have raken this paines to- 
have given a Teſtimony of my affe&ion to you, and 
to remove thoſe obje&ions , which being raiſed by a 
Malignant Party, may by their cunning and induſtry, 
oef credit even with hone{t minds, The truth 1s, I 
come to youto aſſure you vf my purpoſes and'Reſos 
lutions for the Defence of what ever 1s Or ſhould be 
deareunto you, your Religion , your Liberty, your 
Common Intereſt, and the Law of theLand:& to un- 
deceiveyou of that opinion,which I hear hathmiſled. 
many of you,. That the pretended Ordinance of the

who (being a Subie&) not onely preſurnes to keepe 

His Soverain, by force of Arms, out of His Town, 

but murthers his Fellow-Sybje&s , impriſons them, 

burns their Houſes, drowns their Lands, takes them 

Captives, and commits ſuch Outrages, and Atts of 
Hoftility, as the moſt cquall and outragious enemies 

praQiſe in any Countrey, that you may ſee how im. 

poſſible it is for your Liberties and Properties tobe 

preſerved, your King is Oppreſlſed ; and His juſt

In aword,I aflure you, upon the faith and honour 
of a Chriſtian King, Iwill be alwayes as tender of a- 
ny thing which may advarice the true Proteſtant Re- 
ligion,protect & preſerveithe Lawes of the Land,and 
defend the juſt Priviledge and Freedome of Parlia- 
ment, as of my life, or Crowne : and when I faile in 
| either of theſe, I will not looke for your aſsiſtance ; 
till then you are concerned, not to fee me ſuffer.
